B.A.O.R wives 
create new 
bitterness 


E have been sent some 


first-hand accounts of 
the result of bringing over the 
BAOR families to Germany. An 
evacuated German in Westphalia 
writes :— 
mf am very upset: 36 houses 
including mine have been con- 
fiscated. If the soldiers come 
we shall be turned out and shall not 
be allowed to take any furniture with 
us, not even a bed. We don’t know 
where to go. The houses are over- 
crowded with evacuated people from 
the East. ‘There is no place for us. 
I never dreamt of the possibility that 
I should lose my home 17 months 
after war ended. The privations of

the last months have completely 
shattered our health.” 

A relief worker from Essen 
writes :— 


“T think the whole business of these 
BAOR families is scandalous, is 
creating bitter feeling and in some 
cases demonstrations. 

“I visit a poor old widow who, 
except for a cat, lives alone in the 
attic of a house which she and her 
husband used to occupy completely. 
The roof of the. attic has been so badly 
damaged in air raids that when it 
rains she has to fix up sheets and 
bowls to catch the water. She cannot 
get the roof repaired owing to the 
shortage of labour and materials. Yet 
there are no less than nine workmen 
engaged in decorating houses in one 
road which have not been damaged 
at all, but are being got ready for 
BAOR families. 

‘It is the opinion of many people 
out here that the wives should not 
come at all unless they are going to 
do full time relief work. Eighty-six 
per cent. of the houses in Essen were 
either destroyed or damaged during 
the war and the population is at least 
as great as it was before the war, i.e., 
500,000. Yet the few people who are 
decently housed are being, without 
exaggeration, turned out on to the 
streets with no hope of alternative 
accommodation. 

“A lady doctor tried to get her 
petrol ration raised as she could not 
get round to all her patients and in 
‘some cases was too late because she 
had to ride her bicycle. Yet dozens 
of military vehicles came to Dortmund 
from all parts of the British Zone every 
night of the week to bring: soldiers 
to see a Tattoo.”

Mr.Wallace revives

AST week Mr. Wallace, once vice-president of the USA and 
i now Secretary of Commerce, made a speech which, though 
it was finally repudiated by President Truman, deserves careful 


consideration. 
presidential endorsement. 

Its significance jis not therefore 
that jit is an indication of official 
American policy—we may now as- 
sume that it is not—but that it does 
indicate a powerful trend of Ameri- 
can opinion, 

“The USA,” he said. “ was dealing with 
a force which could not be successfully handled 
by a ‘get tough with Russia’ policy. The 
tougher we get, the tougher the Russians will 
get. We may not like what Russia does in 
Eastern Europe; her type of land reform, 
industrial expropriation and suppression of 
basic liberties offends the great majority of 
people in US—but whether we like it or not, 
the Russians will try to socialize their sphere 
of influence, just as we try to democratize our 
sphere of inffuence. . i ‘ 

“Russian ideas of social-economic justice 
are going to govern nearly a third of the 
world. Our ideas of freedom and_democracy 
will govern much of the rest. Competition 
should be put on a friendly basis, and the 
Russians should stop conniving against us in 
certain. areas of the world, just as we should 
stop scheming against them in other parts of 
the world.” 

This was the text handed out to 
the Press and reported in The Times 
(Sep, 13). On the next day jit was 
reported that the phrase “ Russia 
should stop conniving against us in 
certain parts of the world” was not 
delivered. Presumably: “We should 
stop scheming against Russia’ was 
spoken.

Men versus Politicians 


AM sitting outside a farm- 

house. The only sounds I 
can hear are the cooing of a 
wood pigeon in the orchard, the 
occasional crowing of a cock and the 
whirring of a reaper in a field close 
by—the most peaceful sounds in 
the world. 


In the fields, working at the harvest, 
there are four German PoWs, an 
Italian ex-PoW, and an ex-British 
officer PoW, who was at times 
treated harshly by both Germans 
and Italians. They are working to- 
gether in complete harmony; the 
Germans know little English but 
are treated as normal human be- 
ings by all the other men; the 
Italians and the Englishman talkin 
Italian to each other. All thought 
of war and enmity has gone from 
them. 

But, in Paris, the politicians continue 
to wrangle and argue about 
national issues, each day lessening: 
the chance of real peace, and the 
governments of nations prepare the 
next generation for another war by 
enforcing conscription. Surely it 
is the men working im the fields for 
long hours together, their one aim 
to save the harvest, who epitomise 
the brotherhood of man, perhaps 
unknowingly, but who are, never- 
theless, aware of themselves as 
human beings with human values— 
not the politicians, insanely intent 
on gaining more power and more 
possessions, 

LISTEN to the old, unchanging 

sounds. of the countryside and 
think—what can I do to stop them 
destroying future harvests, from 
killing the yet unborn children of 
these young men working in the 
fields. 

Have these politicians of all nations 
entirely forgotten the real meaning 
of life? If they have, they should 
not be in the council chambers of 
the Peace Conference but in the 
eells at Nuremberg waiting to be 
condemned as murderers. The only 
difference between them and the 


German prisoners would be that 
their murders lie in the future— 
not in the past. They are certainly 
oblivious of the present, 

That is why I am writing now: be- 
eause I cannot any longer sit and 
listen to these lovely sounds and 
watch the men of three nations whio 
were at war working amicably to- 
gether, and not try to make myself 
heard. There must be thousands, 
millions of people who feel as I do 
and yet they are for the most part, 
dumb—like sheep waiting to be 
slaughtered. 


Many will answer—but what is the 
use of saying anything. But, if 
that is so. what is the use of having 
a rational mind and the power to 
speak. It would be better to have 
a world jpeopled by animals who 
could do no good but who, at any 
rate, could do no harm. 


MPHE following are the words of a 
Frenchman, Antoine St. 
Exupéry, who learned the meaning 
of brotherhood through war—and 
beyond war. 

“In a world become a desert we thirst 
for comradeship. It is the savour 
of bread broken with comrades that 
makes us accept the values of war. 
But there are other ways than war 
to bring us the warmth of a race, 
shoulder to shoulder, toward an 
identical goal. War has tricked us. 
It is not true that hatred adds any- 
thing to the exaltation of the race. 

“Why should we hate one another? 
We all live in the same cause, are 
borne through life on the same 
planet ...it 1s only when we become 
conscious of our part in life, how- 
ever modest, that we shall be 
happy.” 

Too many people are too modest. 
They are at times stirred by feel- 
ings as deep and fine as those that 
make saints and poets and all lovers 
of mankind, but they do not voice 
them because, distrustful of them- 
selves, they let the moment of 
vision go by.

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CAUSES 


ANY people are persuaded 


that there is a single 
cause of war. Most of these be- 
lieve that the cause of war is 
Capitalism. Others enlarge this 
coneeption a little and find the 
cause of war in the Financial 
System, or the Money Power. 
These factors certainly enter into the 
complex of causes which produce an 
international situation of which war 
is the almost certain outcome. But to 
maintain that these things constitute 
the sole cause of war is a strange 
over-simplification. 


War was a constant element in 
human history long before Capitalism, 
or the Financial System or the Money 
Power came into existence. The re- 
corded history of the human race is 
in the main a record of wars. True, 
subtle historians have detected 
economic causes behind them even in 
the dark backward and abysm of 
time. It has been argued that it was 
not Helen’s face that launched the 
thousand ships, but the determination 
of the Greeks of the Peloponnese to 
keep open their trade-route into the 
Black Sea, and to subdue the Trojans 
who levied a piratical toll upon the 
ships that passed through the Straits. 
That may be true. But even if it 
were, it would not justify the 
grandiose generalization that the 
Trojan war was. solely due to 
“economic causes.” 


For beneath the-impressive phrase 
“eeonomic causes”? lurks the simple 
human fact that at no period in his- 
tory have men quietly submitted to 
having their property taken from 
them, if they had the power to defend 
it. Probably most wars have been 
fought either to get property—the 
Romans, the Greeks under Alexander, 
the Vikings and the Asian hordes— 
were all conspicuous in this activity, 
or reciprocally to defend it. If the 
Greeks fought the Trojan war to keep 
open the trade-route through the 
Hellespont, they were simply fighting

to defend their property against the 
Trojans. - 


Rather exceptionally, terrible wars 
have been fought on mainly religious 
issues. Possessors of the “one true 
faith ” (whichever it might be) have 
marched forth, sustained by fanatical 
enthusiasm, to convert the world by 
the sword: and sometimes they have 
been remarkably successful. But 
generally a good deal of property 
came their way during the crusade. 


* 


So, if a generalization is permis- 
sible, we might say that property has 
always been the prime cause of, war, 
in the sense that the determination to 
acquire it or defend it by force has 
started most of the wars. Some 
zealots have rushed to the conclusion 
that property is the fundamental 
curse of humanity and the institution 
of property should be abolished. On 


the other hand the vast majority of | 


people would argue that the posses- 
sion of some property is an essential 
of civilized life: the foundation of de- 
veloped personality. 


-Up to about the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, it was regarded as the 
chief function of the law in an ordered 
society to secure men in the possession 
of their property. Now we have 
entered an epoch in which that simple 
maxim is almost universally acknow- 
ledged to be insufficient. Property 
itself has become more complex. It 
no longer consists chiefly in the 
ownership of land, but in the owner- 
ship of industrial enterprises or the 
possession of legal claims on the 
nation’s wealth. And at the same 
time the rights of persons have come 
to be regarded as morally superior 
to the rights of property. 


Now the world is threatened with 
war between rival systems. of 
property-holding, one of which excites 
a religious fanaticism in its adherents. 
It is a pity that the issue cannot be 
settled sanely, by leaving experience 
to decide which system best promotes 
human happiness. Why use the atom 
bomb to settle that? 


A word about Jews 


GQ INCE 1939 I have resisted the fre- 
quent temptation to write to PN. 
I knew that somebody or another 
would express my point of view. I 
was right. Somebody did so every 
time. This time I am not so sure. 
Let me explain how I was provoked 
into writing this letter. I was reading 
a recent PN in my usual way. First,

But the Arabs told me 
that Britain would never agree. 
When I returned to England I was 
fobbed off by the Colonial Office, who 
wrote that “considerations such as 
you have advanced will not escape the 
attention of the Palestine Govern- 
ment.” 

At the moment there is no way out. 
Nations, like men, must reap what has 
been sown, and it is foolish for 


Positively Pactftst

T is odd, after six years of 
total war, to meet with 


people who “do not know 
whether they are pacifists 
or not.” The man in the street has 
a short and simple definition of 
pacifism—it means refusal to take 
part in war—and he knows exactly 
where he stands. It is only inside the 
ranks of the peace movement that 
any such doubt exists. Evidently 
CO’s have caused as much confusion 
as clarity by their wish to exonerate 
themselves from a purely negative 
attitude, and to formulate that “ posi- 
tive aspect” of pacifism. 

Some of these have been content, in 
the words of Mr. F. C. Pollard 
(“ Pacifism’ as a Policy,’?’ CBCO 6d.), 
to stress “the interdependence of 
peoples, the need of understanding, 
the power of friendliness, the para- 
mount demand that we should be 
nationally unselfish, seeking the com- 
mon good of all” etc. But, as a re- 
viewer points out (and the CO who 
adopts such a formula soon dis- 
covers), there is nothing peculiarly 
pacifist about it: and the work he 
undertakes in co-operation with non- 
pacifists may soon become more 
significant to him, in peace-time at 
any rate, than his membership of an 
organization devoted chiefly to reiter- 
ating the need for individual renun- 
ciation of war, 

Others have tried to unite: all 
Pacifists upon a programme, or com- 
bination of programmes, which, 
though possibly neglected by other 
societies and tendiag to promate the 
common good of all, ete., simply can- 
not be derived inevitably from the 
renunciation of war; and therefore 
never does succeed in capturing even 
a majority of CO’s. Both these 
groups end up doubtful whether a 
specifically ‘pacifist movement can 
serve any purpose. 


WE should do well to avoid 
confusion by accepting 

the man in the street’s definition of 
Pacifism. But the future of the 
PPU depends upon a true answer be- 
ing given to this question. Is there 
any positive that derives inevitably 
from the renunciation of war? And 
to that question, I believe, the answer 
is, Yes—and a deeply significant one. 
To be a conscientious objector at 
all, one must be convinced that there 
1s no greater enemy to the satisfac- 
tion of the individual conscience *han 
war, and set that satisfaction above 
the demands of any external 
authority. The aims ‘and achieve- 
ments we are called upon to defend 


pacifists, “near” or absolute, to rush 
in with a solution. Meanwhile, no 
more Zionists should be allowed to 
enter Palestine, and at the same time, 
we should put the campaign against 
anti-Semitism in the front of our PPU 
programme,

by arms have no bearing whatever 
on this decision. Even the Roman 
Catholic pacifist will accept this posi- 
tion, for his obedience to authority 
rests, as Newman proclaimed, upon 
his faith that conscience can never be 
contradicted by the Church. But if 
we really consider this proposition, we 
shall see that pacifists cannot help 
declaring the satisfaction of the ‘in- 
dividual conscience to be that end of 
man by which all social and political 
change should be orientated. 

I do not see how any CO who ac- 
cepts this conclusion can doubt the 
necessity of a pacifist movement, 
however unsatisfactory he may con- 
sider the PPU as it is. A pacifist 
movement that was fully conscious of 
its agreement as to the end would 
surely compel his allegiance at least 
as foreibly as a Party which, while 
sometimes professing the same means, 
will seldom’ endorse the end; or a 
Church which, while professing the 
same end. will seldom endorse the 
means. For do not means and end, 
for himself, spring from an identical 
root? 

A PPU fully conscious of its pur- 
pose, to assert as the true end of 
society the satisfaction—the intrin- 
sically self-forgetful satisfaction—of 
the individual conscience, would be 
the very thing most required by tihe 
world to-day. Endeavouring, as the 
precondition of all else, to realize the 
end within itself, it would discover a 
discipline and doctrine of its own. In 
a world where the mass of men. hav- 
ing turned their backs upon Chris- 
tianity, are either uncertain of the 
end by which change should be 
orientated, or else devoted to an end 
utterly opposed to our own, such a 
pacifist movement would constitute a 
moral authority. 


JN the measure that we realize 
the end within our owrn 
movement—discovering, through trial 
and error, what it implies in the 
domestic and social, economic and 
political, artistic and philcsophical 
orders—we shalf have created a touch- 
stone by which we may assess, a com- 
pass by which we may steer, the 
multifarious activities we engage 
upon. And the more we can @o- 
operate with non-pacifists, the more 
valuable that achievement will be. 
Among those who measure Progress 
by the “ whence,” we shall measure it 
by the “whither” as well. For, 
though democracy jis impotent, being 
animated no longer by love, and Com- 
munism rapacious, being animated by 
impersonalism or hate, a thousand 
reforms are on foot which could be 
turned to more valuable account, In 
the Europe of 1946, the PPU should 
be distingnished less by its means 
than its end—but an end that is in- 
separably both pacifist and positive.

A CROSS the River of the Dead 
a and deep in the rolling 
tableland of Brazil’s limitless in- 
terior live the wild Chavante 
Indians. Since Portuguese ex- 
plorers back in 1790 poisoned 
their water supply, and killed 
hundreds, these Indians have 
fought the white man. For years 
Salesian missionaries sought to 
win the Chavantes with presents 
and “ pacification through love.” 
The Chavantes would have 
neither. 

Starting in 1907, Brazil’s preat 
Indian expert, General Candido 
Rondon, tried his hand. On one 
memorable march of 2,000 miles, 
Rondon was twice wounded by 
arrows. 

Three years ago, the Chavantes 
again stood in the path of Brazil’s 
great dream: the “ March to the 
West.” Airmen of the Brazilian 
Central Foundation, a grandiose 
colonizing scheme, dropped on 
them pots, pans and even pictures 
of Hollywood pin-up girls. That 
only frightened the Indians. 
Rondon’s Indian Service tried 
again. More presents were left: 
machetes and bright cloth. 

Last week the 156-year-old war 
was over. To General Rondon, 
now 82 and in Rio, the leader of 
the mission had wired: “I take 
great satisfaction in communicat- 
ing to you news of the first 
amicable meeting with the 
Chavante Indians ...” Toasts 
had been drunk and some 400 
Indians had offered presents in 
return—great spears with blunt 
tips. The General said: “ This is 
the victory of patience, suffer- 


ing and love.”

s TPHIS question is, I think, one 

that might well be asked by 
many of us Germans here, prisoners 
in England, and I will try to answer 
it as if it had been put to me. 

The questioner, and all of us too, 
are depressed at the indefiniteness of 
our prisonership, and are distressed 
because we consider it unjust and 
after so long we feel the injustice 
cannot be endured any longer. An- 
other reason is that we are prevented 
from giving any help to our families 
in need at home. I think the ques- 
tioner is a pessimist, however, and it 
is in his pessimism he has taken 
refuge. 

If he thinks your organization with 
its newspaper ought to press for the 
earliest release from our prisonership 
then I must agree. and it may be that 
both have far too little influence. The 
members of the PPU and Peace News, 
can only make a contribution towards 
the formation of public ipinion—a 
factor which we Germans easily over- 
look and undervalue, because pre- 
viously we have been used to having 
our opinions imposed uplon us by 
authority. But I believe ‘public 
opinion here in England plays a great 
role, and is an ingredient of English” 
democracy not to be ignored, and 
which, moreover, belongs to every 
democracy,

MER. SORENSEN asked the Chan- 
<- cellor of the Duchy of Lancas- 
ter on August 1 why elderly Germans 
who hold pacifist and anti-militant 
opinions, many of whom have spent 
several years in concentration camps, 
are not given facilities for educational 
and journalistic work; and why Ger- 
mans holding those convictions are 
considered by_ British | authorities in 
Germany to be questionable persons 
who should not be encouraged. 

Mr, John Hynd: I am not aware of 
any discrimination against such 
Germang in the British zone, but if 
my hon, Friend can give me particu- 
Jars of any instances where facilities 
have been denied, I will have inquiries 
made. In the matter of educational 
and journalistic work, the question 
would not be whether they held or did 
not hold pacifist views, ‘but what their 
qualifications were for that particular 
class of work.

Certainly there are other organiza- 
tions and people who likewise plead 
for an early release, even though they 
sometimes have very different motives. 
But the motive of this organization is 
to do good and to be concerned more 
especially on our account and in 
particular for those who, like the 
questioner, is pessimistic and dis- 
heartened. Is not the reason why so 
many become pessimistic—because it 
seems to us that we are so cut off 
and neglected? And is it not true 
that our relatives are all we have left 
to us?—and some not even them! 

And right here in England we come 
upon people who will be friendly and 
wish to be understanding and helpful. 
My German comrade, do not say that 
they are not honest in their intention 
and that they are hypocrites. J say 
that it is humanity and love of their 
fellows that makes them act so. 
These two things we could formerly 
possess only a share of, and therefore 
had nit at all! 

We ought to make a_ distinction 
between human sufferings when we 
Germans have them, and even then 
collectively, and when they were in- 
flicted upon Jews and Poles. Is it 
then a wonder that we become un- 
settled when these things, come to us 
from other people, and that we do not 
recognise them, or else we mistake 
them? 

I find that the good, which the 
members of this organization and its 
newspaper do for us, is not only the 
share they have in forming public 
opinion, but more, that they bring 
these ideas nearer tous. They also 
show us that human fellowship can 
cross over frontiers and even pene- 
trate through war itself—if we make 
humanity and human kindness the 
foundation of all our doings. 

Certainly the beginnings are small, 
but they are there for an _ inter- 
national living communion between 
races in which we have our place.”

Dangerous Shadow - boxing 


‘OBSERVER’ CONTINUED 


Poor innocent US enticed into the 
paths of sin by that polished black- 
guard, Great Britain! “British im- 
perialistic policy in the Near East 
alone, combined with Russian retalia- 
tion, would lead the US to war unless 
it formulated a clearly defined and 
realistic foreign policy.” Tt is not 
really US that is scheming against 
Russia, after all, but Britain. 

The pictore which Mr. Wallace 
draws of a Britain working to bring: 
about war between Russia and the 
United States is quite fantastic. Mr. 
Wallace had better come over here 
and satisfy himself that there is one 
thing on which this country is unani- 
mous—namely, in dreading a war 
between Russia and USA. As a 
speaker at the recent “ World Unity ” 


conference on Atomic Energy put it: 
: “In spite of all the perplexities of new 
issues we, the people of Britain, have only one 
national concern, namely, ta see that our public 
policy iss directed to bring about, if possible 
—and we can only hope that it ia still possible— 
an understanding between America and Russia 
as a first step to pooling all our armed forces, 
the armed forces of the United Nations, within 
the framework of the supreme World- 
Authority.” (World Unity Booklet No. 4 
Atomic Energy, Herbert Joseph, 2s.) 


The new appeasement 
MPHE only thing that will certainly 
save Britain is a real agree- 
ment, based ‘on principle, between 
Russia and USA. If it is based on 
principle—on acknowledged Jaw— 
we have nothing to fear. But the 
kind of agreement which Mr. Wallace 
contemplates under the name of “ co- 
operation” is based on no principle 


at all. It is appeasement. He 
vehemently declares that it is not. 
“This _does not mean ‘appeasement. We 


earnestly want peace with Russia, but we want 
to be met half-way. We want co-operation. 
I believe we can get co-operation once Russia 
understands that our primary objective is 
neither that of saving the British Empire, nor 
the purchasing of oil in the Near East with 
the lives of American soldiers.” 


What is this, in substance. but an 
offer to sell Britain down the river 
as Britain and France once sold 
Czechoslovakia? Perhaps we deserve 
the same fate. But, since there is 
not a vestige of principle about a deal 
of this kind, it will bring the world 
neither peace nor security. Sooner 
er later the point will inevitably be 
v~iched when USA will say to 
Russia: “Thus far and no further.” 

A . 

Left wing’s “right” 
qt is this lack of principle in 

American left wing “ liberalism.” 
of which Mr. Wallace is the »rime 
exponent, which we find ominous. 
As the Partisan Review of New York 
(Semmer 1946) remarks: 

“Tt used to be considered a liberal principle 
to attack imperialism wherever it shawed its 
head. But now if Russian imperialism is 
attacked. the rise as one man to 
shout: ‘What about Britain?’ This dazzling 
piece of ‘ liberal’ logic may ba summed up as: 


‘Two wrongs make a right—and it is always 
Russia's right.’ ” 


We come to much the same con- 


‘tberals ' 


clusion if we consider the implica- 
tions of th’s seemingly innocuous 
sentence. “The Russians will try 


to socialize their sphere of influence, 
just as we try to demneratize our 
sphere of influence.” That suggests 
two thoughts. One jis that demo- 
erat‘zation does at least Jeave the 
people free to choose their own gov- 
ernment or social organization, while 
“socializntion” does not. To treat 
them as processes of enual morality 7s 
to destroy the foundation of true 
liberalism. , 

The other is that if-a compromise

Out of the near East 

THE first is that these imperial 
commitments are now beyond 


our strength to fulfil. For example, 
we must either have the full backing 
of US in Palestine, or go by tedious 
and wearv ways to ignominous 
failure. Since we shall not get full 
backing of America, it would be far 
better to withdraw completely, and 
leave it to America to decide whether 
or not she wants to defend the Zion- 
ists against the Arabs—or against 
Russia. 

The second reason is that the real 
and crucial struggle in world-nolities 
is that between Amenica and Russia. 
The less that is obscured the better. 
As things are, Britain gets in the 
way and obstructs the clear view 
these great antagonists should have 
of each other. The more distinctly 
thev see one another, the more chiance 
there is of their reaching some sort 
of agreement that may save world- 
peace. At the present time, they try 
(pretty successfully) to divert each 
other’s attent*on by attacking Britain. 
And the sole nurnose served by the 
vestiges of British Imperialism is to 
ive an exese for this preposterous 
shadow-boxing, 

Prenosterous it but it is also 
terribly dangerous. It enables the 
American democracy to deceive it- 
solf: and exner‘ence has taught us 
(in two world-wars) that the self- 
deceptions of democracy precipitate 
the most devilish kind ‘of war,

PPU National Council resolutions 


NUREMBERG : CALL FOR ‘AN ACT 


OF GENEROSITY’ 


The following statement was issued 
by PPU National Couneil after its 
meeting last week: 


WE, the members of the National 
Council of the Peace Pledge 
Union, being convinced that the 
causes of war go deeper down and 
further back than the occasion of any 
particular war, believe that no nation 
ig wholly responsible for the recent 
war and that no nation js in the posi- 
tion in which it can justly judge 
another. In our belief war is a sin 
against God and a crime against 
humanity in which we have all shared 
to a greater or lesser degree.  Viic- 
tory cannot, therefore. give to the 
conquerors the moral right to judge 
the leaders of the defeated nations. 
There is much in the nature of the 
indictment, the method of procedure 
and the whole set-up of the trials at 
Nuremberg which causes us grave 
concern. Nevertheless, we do not 
wish to appear to condone any act of 
cruelty or tyranny which, on the con- 
trary, We view with horror, by 
whomsoever committed, but we would 
urge that adequate condemnation of 
such acts will be best secured in the 
verdict of world ‘opinion upon the 
evidence which has been so publicly 
given. What is essential ‘is that the 
conscience of all men should be 
quickened not only to condemn but to 
repudiate war and every other crime 
which denies to individuals their true 
»value and thetr real freedom. 
Acts and persons 
It is always necessary to distin- 
guish between the condemnation of 
an act and the judgment of a’ person, 
and we do not believe that the pass- 
ing of a sentence of death upon any 
of the prisoners at Nuremberg can be 
morally justified or that it would 
serve any useful purpose. Such 
sentences will not prevent any other 
leaders from going to war in the 
future or participating in cruelties 
and tyranny, if only because they 
would not take such action unless 
they ‘hoped for the victory which 
would put them bevond the reach of 
punishment. Neither will such sen- 


A KEIGHLEY C.O. who claimed that 

4% after four years in the National 
Fire Service it was inequitable to call 
him up for the Forces, was sentenced 
to one day’s imprisonment for refus- 
ing medical examination at Stratford, 
London, on September 11. He had 
been registered for non-combatant 
duties in 1941 and “ opted” to enter 
Civil Defence, where he saw action in 
the blitz areas. 

The Stratford magistrates ordered 
him to be medically examined, but 
when he came back after refusal they 
decided to show their appreciation of 
the circumstances by the nominal 
sentence, which meant his immediate 
discharge.

tences bring to repentance any of the 
individuals involved, nor serve the 
cause of peace. 

We would suggest that at the very 
least if there is a desire to condemn 
the acts of which the Nuremberg 
prisoners are accused by passing such 
a sentence as would express the de- 
termination of the world to be rid of 
these crimes, those sentenced to death 
should be immediately reprieved. We 
cannot but remember that while some 
men are being condemned for acts 
committed in the name of war a few 
in this country and thousands in 
America are still in prison as the re- 
sult of a conscientious objection to 
war, while thousands more are in 
peril of the law as deserters. Though 
we do not intend to suggest that there 
is no difference in the seriousness of 
offences committed against civil or 
military law we would urge a general 
aminesty for all who have been guilty 
of any military offence, great or 
small—including any found guilty at 
Nuremberg. 

Such an act of generosity and for- 
giveness would. we believe, do mcre 
to establish the highest ideals of 
conduct and the truest values, as 
also to rebuild vight relationships 
and set forward peace, than any 
nunishment meted out to a selected 
few. 


PoWs’ return must 
be speeded up 


A NOTHER resolution of National 
= Council “while welcoming the 
statement of the Government about 
the repatriation of prisoners of war,” 
regretted “that the rate of return is 
so slow and iin particular that any 
considerations of the need of man- 
power in this country shenld be a 
reason for retaining the labour of 
anybody contrary to any principle of 
justice or against his own will. It 
believes that the only circumstances 
which should govern the repatriation 
of prisoners of war should be the 
amount of transport available and 
the possibility of their reception in 
Germany, and would urge _ that 
further attempts should be made so 
to better these conditions that it 
would be possible to increase the 


rate of repatriation.” 

(A report of National Council’s Discussion 

on policy will be published next week).

Quoting the New York World- 
Telegram, “The Call” for August 5 
states: 

“Of the 350,000 Nazi soldiers 
brought to the United States as 
prisoners of war, all but some 300 
have been returned to Europe, the 
Army reports. Those remaining are 
in hospitals or special detention camps, 
presumably held as war criminals. 

“By comparison, the Russians still 
hold an estimated 2,000,000 Germans, 
the British, 500,000, and the French 
and Belgians, unknown but sub- 
stantial numbers. Russia also has 
approximately 1,000,000 Japanese cap- 
tured in Manchuria.”
